I. A sewage bypass occurred on 1 April 1983 at Lift Station SA-38. This was
caused by shaft breakage on the one remaining pump.

2. It is estimated that approximately 2,000 gallons of sewage was bypassed
during the 51/2 hour-period. This happened after normal working hours which
enabled only a minimum amount of flow to the lift station. This consisted
mostly of ground water from the recent rain.

3. This pump was put back into operation by the Sewage Treatment Mechanic
at 2400 on 1 April 1983.

This was
caused by the malfunction of two lilft pumps.

2. It is estimated that approximately 5,000 gallons of sewage was bypassed
during this one--hour period. Th.is bypass consisted mostly of rain water
with a light skim of oil that was, being collected in th.e oil-water separators
during heavy rainfall.
